Tax-Payers Comp.arnine.—Some of the 
tax-payers in Lassen county are grumbling 
about the taxes in that county. In a letter 
published in the Sage Brush, signed “Tax 
Payer,” we find the following : 

“There is no question of the fact that the 
taxes in our (Lassen) county, are more than 
the people can or ought to pay, and if there 
is a possibility of avoiding it, they are not 
going to stand the present high and burden- 
some tax imposed upon them. But after 
examining the records of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, I am satisfied that under the pres- 
ent system of management, it would be ruin- 
ous to the county to reduce the amount of 
revenue. Already the “ Shylocks” have de- 
preciated the price of County warrants to 
sixty cents on the dollar which virtually 
compels the paying of two prices performed 
for the County. 

It seems that the Supervisors of Lassen 
have made an order requiring the County 
Assessor to make what is called asubsequent 
assessment, and have authorized him to as- 
sess all of the hay, grain, &c., raised by the 
farmers of Lassen during the present year. 
Some of the tax-payers think the assessment 
illegal and’ unjust, and hence their com- 
plaints, Lassen County has been organized 
almost eighteen months. Their county debt 

is is already as large as that of Plumas. The 
tax levied for the present year is $2 50 on 
each $100 worth of taxable property, while 
this county it is $2 55 on each $100. Script 
in Plumas is worth ninety-five cents, and 
Lassen county script, as we see by the above 
paragraph, is worth but sixty cents on the 
dollar. The first payment, due this county 
from Lassen, of $1,000, is payable on the 
1st of January, 1865. We presume that the 
Supervisors of that, county will make the 
necessary arrangement to meet the demand 
of this county, when made.

LETTER FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 


Sam Francisco, Oct, 9th, 1865. 

Eprrorn Untow:—A sojourn of two weeks in this 
city of man-traps and sand-bills, convinces me. 
that, like the Serpent of Moses that swallowed the 
eempenta of the Egyptiars, Sun Francisco is grad- 
ually, but surely, swallowing—in a business point 
of view—the balance of California; and ina few 
years, unless a portion of the surplus capital that 
is fast accumulating here, can be induced to seek 
an investment in the interior, and assist in devele 
oping the vast mineral deposits that lie hidden in 
our mountains which only await the well directed 
exertions of capital and lubor to bring it forth, 
San Francisco will present the” spectacle of an 
overgrown city, with no country to sustain it,— 
a kite without a tail. Every Culifornian’ feels’ a: 
just pride in contemplating the wonderful growth 
and present prosperity of tais most wonderful 
city,—the commercial metropolis of the Pacific 
Coast, and I can but hope that it may continue. 
But it must be apparent to every person who is 
in the least conversant with the laws of trade, 
that no city can prosper, for any length of time, 
unless the country from which it derives its trade 
and commerce, is, in a corresponding degree, 
prosperous. Look at the case as it presents it- 
self at the present time: While San Francisco is 
rolling in wealth and prosperity, money going a 
begging at ten per cent. per annum on city secu- 
rities, the interior is languishing for Cie want of 
sufficient capital to lay bare the untold wealth of 
her mines. It ts a well known fatt that’ money 
never was so plenty in this city as at the present 
time. Her merchants and bav’cers have. accumu: 
lated large fortunes during the last four yeara; 
but very little of it finds its way into the interior. 
There seems to'be alatk of eonfidence in any- 
thing outside of San Francisco. I hear men ev- 
ery day remarking that San Erancisco is the only 
decent place inthe Stute to live in,—the eply 
pluce where you can safely invest money withany 
assurance that you will ever get it back. This 
allmay be true to a certuin extent,yet,nevertheles, 
it is this same ‘vorthless interior that bas built up 
San Francisco, and made her the great and ptos- 
perous city that she is; and it would be nothing 
but jurtice for her to lend a helping hand for the 
purr use of aiding legitimate mining operations 
the.c cannot be undertaken without the aid of 
Capital. In years gone by, when the, pre- 
cious metals were mostly found in surface 
diggings, no capital was required. But our sys- 
tem of mining has entirely changed,—the surface 
diggings have, in a measure, “petered,” and it 
now requires large outlays of money to carry on 
successfully our mining enterprises. The many 
failures in Washoe, and the wild speculations in 
stock, have conspired to retard the development 
of California mines. The ‘burnt child dreads 
the fire ;”’ and I will just here venture the asser- 
tion, that had one quarter the money been, spent 
in our California mines, that has been expended 


in Washoe, the result would have been far sore’ 


satisfactory. 

Plumas county is well represented here at pres, 
ent. Nearly every day I run across some old ac- 
quaintance, Quite a number are here on busi- 
ness, some for pleasure, and others to recuperate 
their health. 4 had the pleasure of meeting our 
former Joint Senator, S. A. Ballou, Esq., who 
holds the position of Assistant Quartermaster, 
with the rank of Captain. Time has worked but 
little change in him apparently. Like a sensible 
man,,he has taken to himself a wife, and I should 
judge was enjoying life to the fullest extent. Our 
former fellow citizen,and Ex-M. C., T. B. Shannon, 
Esq., as you know, ia at the head of the Survey- 
or’s offige,—a very nice snug berth, and ane he 
richly deserves. Tom is the same genial and af- 
fable gentleman that he alwavs was. No position, 
be it ever so exalted, changes him in the least. 
Uncle Sam will have an honest and efficient offi- 
cer as long as Shannon remains in office. AH hjs 
old friends are welcome visiters to his rogms in 
the Custom House, where he sits back and en- 
joys his otium cum dignitatein his usual happy 
manner. 

The city, for the tast two weeks, has been run- 
ring. wild over a new Irish play brought out at 
the Metropolitan Theatre, called ‘‘ Arrah na 
Pogue,” or the Wicklow Wedding. The house 
is crowded nightly from pit to dome, and st.ll the 
play continues. One reason for the large rnn 
this play is having is on account of the active in- 
terest the Fenian movement is creating among 
the Irish,—a movement which I very much fear 
will prove abortive. The play, however, is well 
worth sceing. When Wheatleigh sings “A 
Wearing of the Green,” you can see the tear 
stand in the eye of many a ‘‘ broth of a boy.” 

For the first time in my life I have felt a veri- 
table earthynake. We have had no lias than 
four distinet shocks since one o’clock, yesterday. 


shaken. The first shock occurred a little before 


one, yesterday. [ was justin the act of sitting 
down to lunch, when the lamps began to dodge 
about, the table ware to jump around, and tables 
to tip equal to wny spiritual manifestations ever 
heard of. A sudden a was made for the street, 
by every one,—pell-mell we all piled out. Just 
as I reached the street, the bricks from the top ofa 
large three-story building, on the opposite side 
of the street, commenced tumbling, and the eart!: 
again began to vibrate terribly. Your correspon- 
dent made: hasty tracks, I assure you, for more 
secure quarters, aud brought up close beside an 
iron building, believing that to be the safest place 
in the neigborhood. Old residents say that the 
shock yesterday, was by far the hardest ever felt 
here. The house I am stopping at, 18 cracked 
from top to bottom ; in my room the plastering 
was thrown down, and great cracks made in the 
walls, frightful to behold. Tho streets, all the 
afternoon, were crowded with people viewing the 
ruins. The fronts of several houses were thrown 
down, and fire walls and chimneys in abundance. 
Large four story buildings have settled so much 
that itis impossible to upen the iron doors and 
windows, whilst other houses are only held up 
by the adjoining buildings. Fortunately, but few 
persons were hurt. Had it occurred.on a week 
day, many lives would have been lost. We had 
another light shock last night; also one about an 
hour ago, 11, A. M. In fact, they are coming so 
fast, we are beginning to get used to them. 
Many amusing scenes occurred during the excite- 
ment. as is always the case; but it was no time 
for laughing, Iassure you. I have’ come] to the 
conclusion, since the terrible shaking we have 
bad, that this city is not at all healthy for me; 
s0 you need not be surprised to see me back in 
Plumas before long. I think of taking a trip 
over to Oakland aud San Quentin, and may possi- 
bly inflict upon your readers another letter.
